Ave, NW, refers to it simply as 'the ob¬ 
ject', The time was 10;30AM, March 26. Peck was seated in a Ces¬ 
sna 170 airplane with three other persons, minding his own business, 
at 6,300 ft. looking for nice aerial photograph possibilities..... 

A Speed Graphic camera rested in Peck's lap, cocked and ready to go 
Suddenly — "This strange’ object came hurtling up to us, as if it 
were siiing us up.

DEAEEORN OBSERVATORY SEEKS REPORTS ON UFO’S!! — According to a 
story in the Eau-Claire LEADER, Dr. J, A, Hynek, the director of 
the Dearborn Observatory of Northwestern University at Evanston, 
Ill. has requested residents of Wisconsin to assist the observa¬ 
tory in gathering material for UPO research. The Eau-Claire paper 
received the following letter from Hynek: "On the night of Aug,16 
a number of ufo reports were received by newspapers, TV stations, 
and Paa Plight Service Stations in the general'area of Milwa\ikee, 
Rochester, Minn, and the Tv/in Cities, The information which we 
have been able to gather on this series of incidents has so far not 
enabled us to determine whether one or more objects was seen, or 
,,whether the objects were, in fact, near or very distant. We would 
greatly appreciate yoTir assistance in this investigation,,,. Of 
most value to us at thie'time would be reports from ground obser¬ 
vers ( all reports investigated so far have been from airplane pi- 
Mots.) NOTE: Portions of letter condensed, due to lack of space. 

Richmond, Va, Sept, 24, As all our Scoop readers know, NASA car-- 
ried out an experiment in cloud cloring on Saturday, Sept. 24. A 
foTir-stage rocket was launched at Wallops Island, Va. with a pay- 
load of barium and copper oxide. The experiment was successful — 
colored clouds at 570 miles — the rocket was launched at 5:13 AM 
and the clouds were visible for 45 minutes, ( Apparently, what 
NASA DIDN’T know was that the ’watchers* were being ’watched’ them¬ 
selves!) Reports of strange UPO'S came in from many places, Va, - 
Indiana, Illinois, B/flQhigan, Ohio... One object was seen Friday - 
hours BEFORE the rocket launch, and because of the time factor 
could not have been a result of the experiment,,.

THE LOS ANGELES UK)*S 
BY KENITETH LARSON 

On December 7» 1941, America had entered into V/orld War 11 
when the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor, Because of this attack, 
the armed forces were on edge and ready for other raids. This 
was particularly true on the west coast of the United States. An¬ 
ti aircraft guns had been set into position along the coast, and 
both the army'and navy were ready for any emergency. Many people 
thought that Japan would follow up the‘"successful' attack on Pearl 
Harbor with bombings of the west coast.and possibly an invasion. 
Thus the scene was set for one of the most unusual and still-unsol¬ 
ved episodes of World V/ar 11, 

On the evening of Peburary 25, 1942, several unidentified fly¬ 
ing objects passed slowly through the air over Los Angeles. After 
they v/ere sighted, many of the anti-aircraft guns in the area burst 
into fire and sent dozens of shells into the night sky. Search¬ 
light beams focused on the objects, and hundreds of residents wat¬ 
ched the phenomenal show. The city was blacked out from 2:25 to 
7:21 AM, while fragments of the ant-i-aircraft shells fell on the 
homes and streets of the city, YET,r NO BOMBS WERE DROPPED AND NO 
AIRPLANES WERE, SHOT DOVi/N,, The next morning, the Los Angeles Times 
printed several articles bn the matter and even displayed a photo¬ 
graph showing the unidentifiedf flying, object in the sky. The ar¬ 
ticle said that the Army * a.. Western Defense Command insisted the 
blackout was the result of unidentified aircraft sighted over the 
city. The command in San Francisco confirmed and reconfirmed the 
presence of the objects, 

Himdreds of citizens"who heard and saw the activity told var¬ 
ying stories of how powerful searchlights swept the sky while anti¬ 
aircraft ‘batteries d otted the heavens with orange bursts of shrap¬ 
nel, Other newspaper articles contained descriptions of the objec¬ 
ts as they slowly Dioved, caught in the searchlight beams. One of 
the newspaper photographs showed a round, white object in the cen¬ 
ter of nine searchlight beams. The object did not look like any 
conventional craft, and it was surrounded by bursts of gunfire. 

In all probability, any conventional aircraft caught in the midst 
of such activity would h-^ve been hit and shot down. But accord¬ 
ing to the reports, none of the objects dropped a bomb, nor were 
any of them shot down, V/hile checking into this amazing episode, 
the author came in contact with . many who had seen this event. In 
her letter to the author, Lucille Harbour (now living in Anderson 
villa. Cal.) wrote that she had watched one of the objects in the 
s^*, it was described as being round-shaped and unlike a conven¬ 
tional airplane —another newspaper report came from a policeman — 
who said that he had seen nine "unidentified, silvery-colored objec¬ 
ts — a newspaper reporter with the Los Angeles times told how he 
had visited a police station, and policemen reported that they had 
seen at least seven of the objects. But the most striking accounts 
told how the objects in the sky '• slowly moved on" and how the tar¬ 
gets "inched along high overhead, flanked by the cherry-red b'ursts" 





During his research, the author noticed one account relating 
to the post-war years in Japan, According to this report, someone 
,■ had checked into the files relating to the WA^^-time armed forces 
'of Japan. According to these files, the Japanese had NOT conduct¬ 
ed an air-raid on the American west coast on Peh,25, 1942! Conse¬ 
quently, we have the following data on this unusual episode: 

(1) None of the objects were shot down by intense anti-aircraft 
fire, nor did any of the objects drop any bombs. 

(2) The newspaper photograps show a round, white object imlike 
.that of an conventional aircraft, 

(3) The objects were reported to have moved slowly, while caught 
in the searchlight beams. 

(4) Post-war records in Japan did not contain any account of an 
airr-raid on that date. . 

(5) The western Defense Coimriand insisted that unidentified aircraft 

had’been sighted, : , : 

What is the answer to this puzzle? The author thinks that the 
objects were UK) moving through the sky over Los Angeles. Because 
of the war hysteria, many.,people assumed that the objects were Jap 
aircraft conducting an air-raid. If this were so, the author does 
think that at least one of the aircraft would have been shot down. 
Any Japanese aircraft would have dropped bombs —because the intent 
of an air-raid is to drop bombs on a target. Yet the newspaper ac¬ 
counts' do not contain any reports of noise from airplane engines — 
nor did any bombs fly from the slow-moving objects. Thus, the 
description parallel other descriptions of Unidentified Plying Ob¬ 
jects.,,, (EDITORS NOTE: A continuation of this article will be 
printed by us in a future issue.)

Oct.: 12.’ "AIR FORCE DUE TO PROBE V/ANAQUE U.P.O, REPORTS." —— 

The sighting of a UPO over Wanaque Resevoir Monday night will be 
confirmed to the USAF, Seargent B, Thompson of the Wanaque Rese¬ 
voir police said last night. An AP spokesman in Dayton, Ohio, 
told a Morning Call reporter yCstelrday that a full-scale inves¬ 
tigation of the UPO sightings in Wanaque will be launched. 

Monday night four police officers said they saw, a UPO,. Dozens 
of' ether persons, including the wife of a Pompton lakes police 
officer, also reported seeing a, saucer-ahaped object, Thompson 
sail Sergeant Robert Gordon of the Pompton Lakes police saw the 
object by his house' ‘and’ watched it disappear over a high hill, 

" The only thing I could say, I saw a real, bright light," it was 
fbiind, about 150 feet from’'the top of the water right over the 
resevoir, " It was about as big as a car,. It lit up the whole 
area for about 300 yards," Thompson reported. ' "In fact', it 
blinded me when I got oUt of the car." He said he couldn't see 
the police car: for about 2 minutes once^ he got out." Although 
he couldn't estimate its speed, he said, "It went very, very 
fast." He said it went around a half-mile area 6 OR 8 times in 
the seconds it took him to got out of his car. It was making
